bookbinding industry does, with conditions as com- 

petitive as they are, an efficient personnel is of para- 
mount importance. Proper training and education of 
the workers is the way to bring about this efficiency and 
thus to aid binderies in the maintenance of high wage 
standards in the face of unfair labor competition. As 
for the workers, it gives them an added interest in their 
work and an increased earning capacity. 

With this goal in mind, therefore, in the summer of 
1937, in the capacity of president of the Employing 
Bookbinders Association of N. Y., the writer invited 
a group of employers in the bookbinding industry to a 
conference on the training of apprentices. 

From this and subsequent conferences there developed 
a permanent plan for The School for Bookbinders’ Em- 
ployees, with an advisory board consisting of Harold 
Cadmus (The Scribner Press), Bertram Wolff (H. 
Wolff Book Mfg. Co.), and the writer, representing the 
employers; and Louis F. Donato, Martin McGrady Sr., 
and Joseph Steinberg representing Local #25, Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Bookbinders. 

J. Henry Holloway, principal of the N. Y. School of 
Printing, was designated as principal of The School for 
Bookbinders’ Employees, and a competent teacher was 
assigned through the cooperation of the N.Y.C. Board 
f Education. 


I AN INDUSTRY PAYING AS HIGH WAGES AS THE 


® Ir 1s expecTep that this school, which has been in 
operation since March 1938, will perform a very impor- 
tant task in training youthful workers from the plants 
in the N. Y. area. In the past this training has been 
pretty much of a hit-or-miss proposition, dependent 
upon what time could be given to the apprentice by a 
busy foreman, or what he could obtain by observation 
or from a friendly fellow worker. Generally one oper- 


ation or part of an operation was all the youngster ever 
learned; and the relation of this operation to others, as 
well as its importance in the general scheme, was rarely 
understood. 

To insure that the right kind of apprentices are en- 
tering the industry, a new theory of apprentice training 
has been evolved, viz., that of having a pre-apprentice 
course, during the first year, to determine the fitness of 
a boy as good material for apprenticeship. During this 
first year of the four-year course the student is taken 
through the various steps of hand binding with the pur- 
pose of giving him a general picture of the making of a 
book, the relation of one operation to the next, and some- 
thing about the materials which go into the manufacture. 
No attempt is made to make a bookbinder of him, but 
there is instilled in him the beginning of the knowledge 
of what constitutes a well-bound book. 

So far the curriculum has included such hand opera- 
tions as the folding and sewing of signatures, and the 
covering of small books with paper covers in several 
styles. Instruction has been given along the following 
lines: 


® GIVEN THREE DIFFERENT KINDS OF PAPER (bulking 
book paper, machine-finish, and coated), each student 
has been required to complete the following operations 
in their sequence: Fold the sheets into 16-page signa- 
tures, enough to make one book each bulking 14”, 1”, 
and 114”, respectively. On the machine-finish and 
coated paper books, the first and last signatures are to 
be reinforced with muslin. All books must also be hand- 
sewn and trimmed, hand-rounded and backed, with head 
bands affixed, and the books lined-up, ready for cas- 
ing-in. 

When these operations are completed on the three 
books of different bulks, the volumes, each identified 


* An industry perpetuates itself through 
its apprentices.

To assure the continuance of this custom 
on a more scientific basis and to guarantee 
a supply of skilled, intelligent bookbinders, 
The School for Bookbinders’ Employees was 
founded in N.Y.C. last spring. 


Mr. Wessmann, who here describes the cur- 
riculum and its significance, is president 
of the J. F. Tapley Co. and one of the 
guiding spirits in the apprentice-training 
movement. 
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with the student's name, are pre- 
sented to the teacher. With the as- 
sistance of the advisory board, the 
specimens are examined and criti- 
cized. The teacher notes on each 
specimen whether the work is satis- 
factory, or he states specifically 
which operation has been done im- 
perfectly. Since the same assign- 
ment is given two more times dur- 
ing the period of instruction, the 
student thus has an opportunity to 
correct his previous errors. 

Lectures on related subjects, such 
as the manufacture and use of ad- 
hesives, the manufacture of boards, 
and a forthcoming lecture on book 
cloths have all fitted into the school’s 
work. Attendance at lectures is not 
compulsory, but it is taken into con- 
sideration in marking the student as 
to effort or interest. 

These lectures have been one of 
the most interesting phases of the 
educational program. Not only stu- 
dents, but also plant employees are 
invited. Other students of the 
printing school are making it a point 
to attend, and their growing famili- 
arity with the problems of our in- 
dustry will inevitably iron out some 
of the difficulties which have arisen 
from lack of knowledge of these 
problems. The lectures, one of which 
is given each month, will be a per- 
manent part of the program. 

Subsequent years will be devoted 
to more specialized training along 
the lines which the apprentice wishes 
to make his life work, such as stamp- 
ing, hand work, or repairing. With 
the opening of the fall session, ma- 
chinery will be installed to enable 
the students to complete all the me- 
chanical operations in the binding of 
a book. Machinery is being installed 
through the foresighted cooperation 
of the equipment dealers, and with- 
in a few months a fairly complete 
small plant will be available for in- 
struction purposes. 

It is hoped that the assistance of 
various foremen and _ superintend- 
ents can be obtained to give lectures 
on their specialties to the students 
specializing in these particular sub- 
jects. The whole movement is a 
cooperative one, planned for the 
benefit of the entire trade. 

Frequent inquiries are received by 
the advisory committee from various 
parts of the U. S. and abroad asking 
for detailed information regarding 
instruction and the curriculum. In 
fact the interest evinced so far by 
all concerned indicates that the 
school will in time be a vital factor 
in the book manufacturing industry. 
It is the purpose of the advisory 
board to make this institution a 
model training center for future 
bookbinding executives. 
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Book Manufacturers Meet 
In N. Y. C. This Month 


February 15 has been set by 
the Book Manufacturers’ Institute 
as the date for its winter meeting 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, 
N. Y. The cost data report has 
been completed, and is one of the 
most important matters on the 
agenda. The B.M.I.  contem- 
plates the establishment of a uni- 
form basis for the comparison of 
costs of all book manufacturing 
operations. 

Other matters to be discussed at 
the session, which will be attended 
by members from various parts of 
the country, include the fight to 
retain the manufacturing clause in 
the U. S. Copyright Law, the 
formulation of Fair Trade Prac- 
tice rules, promulgation of Uni- 
form Minimum Textbook Specifi- 
cations, and revision of the Style 
Manual. 

A full report of the results of 
this meeting will appear in the 
March issue of BsBP. 





Tiffany Addresses Guildsmen: 
“Employers’ Night” Planned 


J. Raymond Tiffany, general counsel of 
the Book Manufacturers’ Institute, was 
the speaker at the January 11 meeting 
of the N. Y. Bookbinders’ Guild, held 
at the Hotel Wentworth. Mr. Tiffany, 
one of the most popular of the speakers 
who have addressed the organization, re- 
ceived a warm welcome from the guilds- 
men, and arrangements were made for 
him to address the Guild at least once 
a year in the future. 

In a vigorous and informal talk Mr. 
Tiffany reviewed what he termed certain 
forces at work here today which threaten 
to undermine the foundations of the eco- 
nomic system that has made the U. S. 
a great country. That system, described 
as a combination of the profit motive and 
a man’s opportunity to lift himself so- 
cially and financially by exercise of the 
rights of free enterprise and free com- 
petition, is “peculiarly American”, he 
said, but is in grave danger of disin- 
tegration if the philosophy of govern- 
ment now in evidence at Washington 
prevails. 

Mr. Tiffany added that federal regu- 
lation of the railroads and other public 
utilities was admittedly necessary, and 
he did not seek to criticize the sound- 
ness of the principles that underlie leg- 
islation relating to social security and 
wages and hours. However, he question- 
ed the extraordinary regulatory powers 
contained in these laws and delegated 
to government agencies and individuals 
“with pet ideologies”, who, he said, too 
often maladminister them instead of ad- 
ministering them as originally contem- 
plated by Congress. 

Briefly, the U. S. is faced with the 
problem of growing taxation, increasing 





regulation of its economic life, and a 
rising tide of snooping bureaucracy, 
which, if not deterred, might easily pave 
the way for a dictatorship, Mr. Tiffany 
warned. He scored the large sums paid 
from the federal treasury “to save the 
farmer” and other evidences of “waste 
and extravagance” which characterized 
the fiscal policies of the present admin 
istration. He urged the guildsmen, as 
plant executives, to do their share in 
combatting the present trend towards 
unreasonable federal regulation of in- 
dustry and in defending the American 
system of free enterprise and individua! 
opportunity. 

Lou Utley, head of the Fabrikoid Sales 
Promotion department, E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours & Co., was scheduled to be 
the featured guest at the Guild’s Febru- 
ary meeting, held on the 8th of this 
month at the Hotel Piccadilly, W. 45tl 
St., instead of the Hotel Wentworth, 
where the guild has met in the past. 
Mr. Utley was planning to show the mov- 
ing picture films which he took last June 
at the Guild outing to the Fabrikoid 
plant in Newburgh. (After several! 
months’ illness, Mr. Utley is again on 
his feet and calling on his countless 
friends in the trade.) The rest of the 
evening will be devoted to a discussion 
of production problems. It is likely that 
employers of N. Y. C. book manufactur- 
ing and edition binding plants will be in- 
vited to attend the March meeting to see 
how production problems are discussed 
and handled by the members, most of 
whom are plant executives. 


Chicago Bindery Women Get 
4c Raise, Starting January |! 


Under the terms of a new contract, 
effective January 1, 1939 and continuing 
until October 31, 1940, and in agreement 
between the Chicago Bindery Women’s 
Union and the Franklin Association of 
Chicago, members of the union are re- 
ceiving a 4c-per-hour raise, which makes 
the new scale run from 60c to 7l¢ an 
hour. Payment of double time for work 
after 40 hours on five full days in any 
single week has been provided for. Pro- 
vision is also made for one-half day’s 
work on Saturdays at regular pay—that 
is, if the employee has not done 40 hours’ 
work previously. Since the Illinois state 
law prohibits women from working more 
than eight hours in any one day, no 
provision exists for overtime work after 
eight hours’ work in any one day. 


Sydney Bookmaking Executive 
Due Here Early in March 


W. T. Kirwan, manager of the Hal- 
stead Press Pty., Ltd., Sydney, Australia, 
is slated to arrive in N. Y. C. early in 
March. Halstead Press is the manufac- 
turing subsidiary of Angus & Robertson, 
Australia’s largest book publishing house, 
and, according to Mr. Kirwan, produces 
approximately 4000 bound books daily. 
“The purpose of my trip is to learn 


‘something of American and English book 


production methods and, incidentally, to 
purchase additional machinery,” he in- 
forms BaBP.

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ERBERT BAYER, one of the 
Hite jurors of the “50 Books” 

show of 1939, is an ever-curi- 
ous explorer in the untrodden paths 
of the graphic arts world. One of 
Europe’s foremost typographers and 
printing designers, he is a newcomer 
to the U. S. Interviewed last month 
by a BaBP representative at his 
new studio at 19 W. 56th St., N. Y. 
C., Bayer expressed some opinions 
on bookmaking, particularly on the 
book of tomorrow, which are as 
stimulating as they are unorthodox. 

While admitting that his dream 
will take many years for fulfillment, 
Bayer visualizes the day when type 
will cease to be a series of units in 
multifarious and constantly chang- 
ing alphabets, “symbolizing in 
stilted fashion a language that, when 
written or spoken, is a far more 
vivid medium of expression.” 

“In other words,” he said, “our 
lettering must get closer to our 
language. Language is constantly 
changing, but the inelasticity of our 
present typographical system stands 
as a barrier in the path of an entirely 
new system of typographical expres- 
sion, better fitted for the dissemina- 
tion of the printed word in accord 
with the civilization of today and to- 
morrow.” 


e Bayer DEcLARED that there are too 
many type faces introduced which 
prove ephemeral; personally he 
favored fewer faces. Type has no 
class or social significance, he main- 
tained ; one does not necessarily have 
to choose a “swanky” type for a 
handsome brochure issued by a Fifth 
Avenue shop, for instance; a classic 
face, judiciously used, can accom- 
plish the same effect. Typographers 
should strive to use and popularize 
faces which have the widest basic ap- 
peal, making their choice not on an 
esthetic basis, but with all-around 
optical practicality ever in mind. 
The emphasis placed in Germany 
today on the Gothic, or so-called Ger- 
man types, as a differing symbol of 
racial superiority is, he believed, a 
hindrance to the progress which has 
been made in promoting universal 
typography. The adoption by vari- 
ous countries, such as Turkey, of the 
Roman alphabet is, on the other 
hand, a forward step. Although

been undoubtedly the most construc- 
tive civilizing force, typographically, 
in the world, Bayer stated. 

“No satisfactory modern type has 
yet been designed for text composi- 
tion,” he declared, “and although Fu- 
tura is the most advanced type de- 
veloped so far, there is something 
missing, that indefinable mysterious 
something which prevents even this 
type face from achieving its true 
destiny. 

“Text, title page, and binding all 
belong together, and should be given 
collective attention. The selection of 
a type face for the one should de- 
termine the others automatically. If 
we are still far from this attitude, it 
is due to our lack of truly modern 
standards. As a working maxim I 
believe in typographical unity—for 
whatever type of publication.” 


e IN sizE AND FoRMAT, books should 
again reflect the times and circum- 
stances in which they are read, Bayer 
feels. Except in special cases, he 
says, there would appear to be no 
reason why books should not be as 
compact and easy to handle as pos- 
sible. “Few people at their leisure 
read a book sitting at a table; they 
either sit in a chair or lie down. Who 
wants to be burdened with a cum- 
bersome book? It would be diffi- 
cult to improve on the quality of 
paper manufactured today, especially 
in the U. S.; but it would be a mag- 
nificent step forward if some engi- 
neer or chemist would maintain 
present strength and quality, but 
make the paper thinner. Most books 
are still too heavy. 











““'50 Books’’ Juror 


“New bookbinding materials might 
also be developed; the washability 
feature is particularly desirable. The 
bulk of books are not meant to be 
laid away reverently in book cases; 


they’re meant to be read and 
handled. If the cover becomes soiled, 
what could be more simple than to 
moisten a cloth and remove the 
stains? 

“T have yet to design a book with 
gold-stamped_ effects; I incline 
towards ink stamping on cloth or on 
paper over boards, and I advocate 
the free employment of color to make 
life a little gayer. Thus in two 
books that I designed for the Bau- 
haus, I use large caps with which to 
stamp the title prominently on the 
front cover.” 


e A native or Austria, Bayer 
studied at Walter Gropius’ original 
Bauhaus in Weimar, Germany, 
where, although specializing in 
mural painting, he found time to do 
some typography and design a num- 
ber of books. When the Bauhaus 
moved to Dessau, he joined it to 
head a department giving a 3-year 
course in the fundamentals of the 
graphic arts, including bookmaking 
subjects. 

In 1928 he established a studio in 
Berlin and engaged in various fields 
of design, attracting particular at- 
tention with his commercial and 
magazine art, advertising, inserts, 
posters, books, and jackets. He 
served the Berthold type foundry in 
Berlin as consulting typographer, 
and during his association designed 
his best-known type face, Bayer, 
as well as Universal, Stencil, and 
others. He also designed books for 
English publishers. 

Arriving in the U. S. last August, 
not long after the New Bauhaus had 
been transplanted to Chicago from 
Germany, Bayer has been busy with 
the Bauhaus exhibition at the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, N. Y. C., which 
closed at the end of January. His 
initial book-designing assignment 
here was “Bauhaus 1919-1928,” a re- 
view of the school’s European period, 
and issued in connection with the ex- 
hibition. As a juror for the Amer- 
ican Institute of Graphic Arts, he 
assisted in selecting, from the 800 
submitted, those books that now con- 
stitute the “50 Books” show of 1939.

may be classified under the 

general headings of (1) 
genuine gold, (2) imitation gold, 
aluminum, and metallic colors, (3) 
pigment colors. All are today obtain- 
able in the roll form, that is, mounted 
on a suitable carrier such as glassine 
or cellophane and sized ready for 
use. In addition, gold leaf is avail- 
able, as it has been through the ages, 
in the loose leaf form, while imita- 
tion gold and aluminum are also pro- 
duced in flat self-sustaining sheets 
which may be classified as tissue 
leaf. 

Glancing backward through the 
pages of bookbinding and hand tool- 
ing history, we find gold leaf in the 
small square sheets as the only 
metallic decorative medium until 
comparatively recent years. And let 
us interpolate the thought here, in 
talking to you as a group interested 
in better books, that the use of a sub- 
stitute for genuine gold on any pub- 
lication not manufactured primarily 
to sell at a price, is often an injus- 
tice to the book itself. If built to 
endure, it deserves enduring decora- 
tion. 

Hasn’t this its practical side too? 
We refer here to the backbone, which 
carries the title for identification 
purposes. Contrast the book stamped 
in a substitute for genuine gold with 
one stamped with genuine 23-karat 


gold. Initially, both are highly 
legible. But compare two such vol- 
umes periodically thereafter. In 


many cases the substitute soon loses 
lustre, sometimes within a few 
months, gradually darkens, and in 
time is indistinguishable. The means 
of identification has disappeared. 
Such a volume must therefore be re- 
moved from the shelf and examined 
on the front cover (if this hasn’t also 
tarnished badly) or on the fly leaf 
to determine its name. 

But the genuine gold retains its 
metallic lustre, its rich warmth of 
color, its easy readability for the full 
life of the book. In recognition of 
this condition, Class “A” library 
binding specifications include a pro-

hibition of gold-colored substitutes 
except with the library’s express 
approval. 

You are all familiar with what 
we have termed loose gold, the gossa- 
mer thin sheets of precious metal 
which the artisan has beaten out for 
us between skins made from the in- 
testinal membrane of the steer. We

thereby eliminating three operations, 
with attendant saving of time and 
labor plus the freeing of equipment 
for other uses. 

Bear in mind as well that im- 
provements in the manufacturing 
process of sized gold, and the in- 
creased volume used, have brought its 
price down to the point where it is

won't dwell on these wisps of ever- 
lasting gold, whose use in the leaf 
form still produces the acme of per- 
fection in stamping, save to say that 
they are now also converted into roll 
gold and sized gold, each of which 
is extensively employed in the bind- 
ing industry today. 

Pack or loose gold is converted in- 
to roll gold by laying the leaves, 
slightly overlapped, on specially 
treated tissue in rolls. The process 
was first designed to save time in 
applying leaf gold to large flat sur- 
faces; but in more recent years, 
through the development of suitable 
devices for its manipulation, such 
roll gold is used as a replacement for 
the loose gold leaf. You will recog- 
nize it as the gold leaf used ex- 
tensively for hand tooling. It is our 
understanding that the Government 
Printing Office now uses this roll gold 
to the practical exclusion of loose 
gold leaf because of its time- and 
labor-saving features. 

Sized gold implies a cellophane or 
glassine carrier on which the leaf is 
first laid and then sized. In this 
form the finished product runs 
through a roll feed device attached 
to the press. This obviates the pre- 


sizing of covers, as well as the 
cutting and laying of the gold— 





almost comparable with that of loose 
gold leaf itself. It follows as a 
corollary that its cost is materially 
lower when labor costs are included. 
To this let us add that these manu- 
facturing improvements make it pos- 
sible today to offer the binder sized 
gold which does a job that even an 
expert has difficulty in distinguishing 
from a stamping made with loose 
gold leaf. 


® In passine from genuine gold to 
a consideration of imitation gold leaf, 
may I say that any subsequent re- 
marks on imitation gold apply only 
to its use on surfaces other than 
genuine leather; for there is no other 
product yet available for hot press 
stamping on genuine leather which 
can be used by the bookbinder with 
any assurance that it will not tarnish. 
The chemicals used in tanning 
leather, be it oak tanned, bark 
tanned, or otherwise treated, pene- 
trate through to the bronze powder 
used in imitations and change their 
chemical structure with resultant dis- 
coloration. In the case of leather 
this action is quite rapid, and what 
may be a bright gold color today be- 
comes dark green or black in a very 
short time. 

Imitation gold too may be obtained

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in flat sheets (tissue leaf) or in rolls 
mounted on either glassine or cello- 
phane. Tissue leaf today remains 
the only product in imitation gold 
which offers you an assured measure 
of protection against tarnish on all 
surfaces other than genuine leather. 
On a few greasy imitations it may 
not stand up, but, by and large, you 
can expect extremely long life from 
imitation gold in tissue form. Its 
application involves more time and 
labor than does the imitation in roll 
form; but, in our opinion, it should 
take preference over roll imitations 
on all books whose life expectancy 
extends over a year. 

As you know, tissue leaf consists 
of bronze powder whose copper con- 
tent varies from 80% to 90%, sur- 
rounded by protective media with 
sufficient cohesion to make a self- 
sustaining leaf. When sized, this 
leaf is ready for use. When tissue 
leaf was first introduced it was un- 
sized, but today it is available in 
the sized form—eliminating one step 
formerly necessary in its applica- 
tion. Tissue leaf, of course, permits 
of exceptionally fine definition, since 
the die comes in direct contact with 
the leaf. 


© Imitation Gotp in roll form is 
here to stay. It fills a definite need 
and serves a useful purpose. There 
are many books upon which its use 
is to be recommended. This product 
—and we include under this heading 
metallic colors—consists likewise of 
bronze powder affixed to a carrier 
and sized so that, under the appli- 
cation of heat, release of the bronze 
from the carrier is obtained and ad- 
hesion to the surface being stamped 
takes place. It represents the least 
expensive method yet devised to pro- 
duce an imitation gold or colored 
metallic effect by the hot die stamp- 
ing technique. 

Responsible manufacturers are ex- 
erting every effort to improve the 
tarnish resistance of this product, 
and we can look for improvements 
in this respect as such research work 
progresses. They are also striving 
for ever better definition and lustre. 
Just as the imitation gold in roll 
form available today represents a 
marked improvement over similar 
material of five years ago, we can 
look for continued betterment with 
the passing years. 

Turning now to pigment colors, 
it will be recalled that for many 
years they were available in a re- 
stricted number of sizes only as flat 
sheets, whose use presented numer- 
ous production problems that had to 
be solved before their more universal 
adoption. Spurred on by the marked

The remain- 
der of Macmillan’s printing and 
binding will be open to competition 
among other manufacturers. The 
agreement is hoped to be mutually 
advantageous to all interested 
parties. 





and still more color, enterprising 
manufacturers devised pigment 
colors in roll form, mounted on glas- 
sine or cellophane. These have all 
the advantages of speedy production, 
labor saving, and limited machine 
tie-ups referred to under sized gold 
and imitation gold in roll form. 


© THE MANUFACTURING PROCESS is 
too complicated to describe in detail. 
Let us speak only of the complexity 
of the problem which confronts the 
manufacturer in producing uniform 
products from a variety of natural 
earth colors, each of which requires 
individual treatment. Physical dif- 
ferences such as texture, opacity, 
specific gravity, and absorption 
properties must be weighed care- 
fully and individual formulas pre- 
pared to allow for such variations. 
Despite these complexities of the 
manufacturing process, there is now 
a pigment color leaf for practically 
every surface including genuine 
leather. Such pigment colors pro- 
duce clean, sharp impressions; fine 
lines or solids are stamped with equal 
facility. One impression covers and 
covers well. Then, too, because pig- 
ment colors are manufactured in 
practically every instance from re- 
fined natural earth colors, they do 
not fade. Add to these features a 
wide heat range and you readily un- 





derstand why they have been uni- 
versally adopted. 

There is still another characteris- 
tic of pigment colors which recom- 
mends their use. We refer to the 
speed with which light shades of pig- 
ment colors can be applied to dark 
backgrounds. For example, with 
one impression of a white pigment 
in roll form, the cover is ready for 
the casing-in machine. No longer is 
slipsheeting necessary during the 
drying process, as is often the case 
with ink; nor must the covers come 
back for a second or even a third 
shot. The die hits the last cover 
and the press is freed for the next 
job. 

It is an interesting commentary 
on the practicability of color rolls to 
state that every year from 1929 to 
date their annual consumption has 
risen in a steady upward trend. This 
is a definite indication of the fact 
that they have made a place for 
themselves in the binding trade. In 
other words, they have helped to 
produce better books.

Manuals! 


“JusT WHAT IS A SALES MANUAL? | 
At the clinic on catalogs and sales’ 
manuals, held at the last annual con- 
vention of the National Industrial’ 
Advertisers Association, this ques- 
tion was discussed at length, since 
even among advertising executives 
there seemed to be considerable con- 
fusion as to the difference between 
sales manuals and presentations. 
Clarification of the terms resulted 
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in the consensus that a sales manual 
is what a salesman uses for his own 
illumination before he goes to the 
prospect, while he employs the sales 
presentation with the prospect to em- 
phasize his sales talk. This is ob- 
vious to most book printers and book- 
binders, but it appears that many 
print buyers and advertising men are 
vague about the distinction. 

A sales manual can be cast in 
either temporary or permanent for- 
mat (in the latter case generally 
loose-leaf), and can be pocket size 
(4” x 7”), leaflet size (6” x 9”), or 
letter size (814” x 11”), depending, 
of course, on its specific purpose and 
the type of material contained. 

The late John H. Patterson, 
founder of the National Cash Reg- 
ister Co., was the daddy of sales 
manuals, ““Patterson’s Primer’ hav- 
ing been the pioneer sales manual 
in business history. Biographies of 
Patterson are virtually a history of 
the early days and development of 
manuals as a selling tool. Patterson 


insisted that all N. C. R. manuals 
be thumb-tabbed as a ready refer- 
ence aid for the salesman, a produc-

Year Book 


“CaN A YEAR BOOK BE SOLD?” asks 
C. B. C. If the material therein is 
valuable and _ informational, the 
answer is in the affirmative. In the 
Times Bldg., Times Sq., N. Y. C., 
at “the crossroads of the world,” 
is the headquarters of the National 
Association of Waste Material Deal- 
ers, Inc., which describes itself as 
“a world organization” since 1921. 
Its chief purpose is to foster the 
interests of those engaged in the 
waste material business and allied 
businesses, and the membership roll 
by countries includes the U. S., Can- 
ada, Belgium, Denmark, Egypt, 
France, Germany, Great Britain, 
the Netherlands, India, Italy, Japan, 
Sweden, and Switzerland. 

Organized in 1913 in Boston, the 
association last year observed its 
25th anniversary, to signalize which 
it issued the “Blue Book,” a strik- 
ing 744” x 1114” volume of college- 
annual proportions. Its 407 pages 
are crammed with such historical, 
statistical, and other valuable miscel- 
laneous material that, as a handy 
reference volume, it finds many will- 
ing buyers at $5 a copy among non- 
members interested in the waste ma- 
terial industry.

CARE AND USE OF BOOKBINDING MACHINERY 


. Lubrication

bile and disregarded the manufac- 

er’s warning for proper checking 
after 500 and 1000 miles, if this 
same person claimed it an oversight 
after passing the thousands of oil 
and grease advertisements on the 
road, what would we think of him? 
How long would his car last? If 
this same man never cleaned or 
washed his car, what would he have 
at the end of six months? He would 
have something which might or might 
not require a horse to bring to life. 

The writer has seen intricate ma- 
chinery used in the production of 
books put through the same paces 
as described above. He has seen 
new book-sewing machines running 
much faster than they were ever de- 
signed to run. He has seen these 
machines covered with paper dust, 
which, if not cleaned away in time, 
hardens in the oil holes, with the re- 
sult that no amount of oiling will 
ever get through to the moving parts 
where it is essentially required. 

He has seen casemaking machines 
with glue tanks steaming so as to rust 
all parts above it. Coatings of oil 
or light grease prevent this vapor 
from oxidizing machine parts and 
keep moving parts functioning prop- 
erly. Heat, we all know, is detri- 
mental to lubrication. Our garage 
mechanic will tell us all about it. It 
therefore is most important to keep 
a constant guard on and around the 
sections of binding machinery where 
it is employed. 

The moving parts about the glue 
heaters on a lining machine should 
be lubricated more frequently than 
others. If a water pan is used, all 
parts in its neighborhood should be 
coated lightly to prevent rust. The 
hot case-formers of a casing-in ma- 
chine or case-forming machine tend 
to burn up the oil on parts near them. 
Frequency rather than quantity for 
oil is suggested here. Everyone 
knows what happens when the 
“super” finds oil on a book. 


On one occasion a lining machine 
was noticed with bits of crash and 
backlining paper riding on the

periphery of the cams. This is dan- 
gerous for the cam rolls and race- 
ways of cams. In the course of a 
year the cam rolls on these produc- 
tion machines cover more miles than 
most automobiles. They are made of 
steel, and the cams they run in or on 
are usually made of cast iron. Metal- 
lurgists will agree that a cast iron 
bearing for a steel shaft, if given 


Standards Adopted for 
“Reinforced New Books” 


Because of difficulties reported 
by librarians in the buying of so- 
called “reinforced new books,” the 
Joint Committee of the American 
Library Association and_ the 
Library Binding Institute and the 
Book Buying Committee of the 
A.L.A. have just adopted quality 
standards for such books. The 
standards cover workmanship and 
materials and are based on more 
than a year of study. 


Confusion in this field has been 
caused largely by the misuse of 
the word “reinforced.” “Reinforc- 
ing treatment” ranged from a strip 
of different fabric at the joint to 
complete resewing and binding in 
accordance with the A.L.A. Speci- 
fications. The confusion has been 
most general in the case of so- 
called “library style bindings,” in 
which the publisher’s original cover 
design was printed on a light- 
weight buckram. 


The new standards make it clear 
that the name “Class A library 
binding,” in the case of reinforced, 
or pre-library bound, new books, 
can be properly used only in re- 
ferring to books which have been 
completely resewn and reinforced 
and in which the cover is of the 
proper weight and kind of buck- 
ram. Such books may have the 
publisher’s design on them or may 
be otherwise decorated or left 
plain. ~The important point, it is 
stressed by the L.B.I., is that they 
must in every way conform to the 
Minimum Specifications for Class 
“A” Library Binding; otherwise 
they cannot be called Class A. 


time and proper lubrication, becomes 
one of the best-wearing units known. 
In time an easy-running steel part 
creates with the oil a glass-hard sur- 
face on the cast iron. This has been 
proven by examination of the bear- 
ings on some book sewing machines 
which had been in operation for more 
than forty years. Upon examination, 
the bearings showed this mirror-like 
surface and were surprisingly near 
the original size. 

In many instances new machines 
are procured to take care of a rush 
of business. In such cases the ma- 
chinery is run at top speed from the 
minute it is assembled and ready to 
run. Granted that such conditions 
cannot be helped, nevertheless, the 
amount of wear and tear due to such 
a procedure can be minimized by fre- 
quent oilings and testing of bearings 
for heat. 

Cleanliness is the best policy for 
bookbinding machinery and_ has 
many practical results. A machine 
kept clean works much more ef- 
ficiently than one half clogged with 
all kinds of scraps from the material 
used; it is much easier to adjust and 
change over from one size to another. 
The appearance of a machine reflects 
the character of its operator just as 
the appearance of the whole shop re- 
flects the character of the manage- 
ment. The man who keeps in good 
condition the machinery for which 
he is responsible is more sure of re- 
taining his position than the one who 
uses slipshod methods. Moreover, 
tours of inspection by prospective 
customers will never promote sales 
if the plant’s equipment looks un- 
cared for.

We’'VE KNOWN FOR A LONG TIME, OF 
course, that people collected match 
book covers, but it now appears that 
the hobby is very closely linked to 
bookbinding. H. Wattace, who 
publishes under the name of the 
Matchless Album Co., Box 120, 
Grand Central P. O., N. Y. C., is the 
chap who three years ago started to 
publish albums in which his fellow- 
hobbyists could conveniently insert 
their match covers. Wallace himself 
tells how he started as a match cover 
hobbyist 15 years ago, and has since 
acquired a collection which Nero 
would have envied. Lacking albums, 
Wallace started making them for 
himself and thus got into the match 
album publishing business, the first 
in this field in these U. S. 


The Matchless Album Co. supplies 
a vast army of match-cover collecting 
fans, beginners or veterans, with 
every type of album they might 
want, from the “standard style” 
(holding 250 standard size match 
covers) to the “master style” (hold- 
ing 450 mixed sizes, such as midget, 
standard, “owname,” billboard, and 
giant), which is the last word in 
match cover albums. Slotted pages 
enable the collector to insert his 
finds without paste or fuss, and to 
see both sides of the covers when 
he or she (oh, yes, the girls collect, 
too!) gloats over his (or her) collec- 
tion. The books are sturdily bound, 
either flexibly in imitation leather or, 
in the case of the “master album,” 
in boards reinforced with cloth at the 
spine. 

Wallace tells us it’s amazing how 
many quality folks have gone in for 
this match-cover collecting hobby, 
which is by no means confined to 
youngsters. He sees no signs of the 
hobby’s popularity diminishing; in 
fact, it is very much on the increase. 
Which ought to be good news for the 
eastern bookbinding plant which is 
kept busy supplying the albums.

Ir you’RE EVER. IN WAHPETON, 
you're almost certain to be taken to 
beautiful Chahinkapa Park, one of 
the show spots of that enterprising 
North Dakota city. The chairman of

the City Park Committee that 
planned and brought the park into 
being is R. J. Hueues, founder and 
president of the Globe-Gazette Print- 
ing Co., a local printing and book- 
binding establishment which has 
been manufacturing record books for 
more than 31 years. 

To Mr. Hughes must also go the 
credit for conceiving and creating 
what is probably the largest record 
book in the world, and its home is 
Chahinkapa Park, where the hefty 
tome is used as a register for the 
many visitors to this charming rec- 
reational spot. Some idea of the 
book’s size may be gained in the 
accompanying illustration, which 
shows that real man power is neces- 
sary to open and close the volume. 
When closed the register is 58” wide, 
83” high, and 914” thick. Total 
weight is 507 lbs. The paper is 
Byron Weston Linen Record, size 
31x53, and the 1000 sheets alone 
weigh 387 lbs. 

Five-ply Western Fir plywood, 
on which has been mounted a 14” 
thickness of Nu-Wood, were the ma- 
terials used to give longevity to the 
covers. After mounting, the Nu- 


Wood was grooved into diamond- 
shaped panels, after which red and 
blue cowhide was applied, worked 
into the grooves while wet. Follow- 
ing drying and thorough seasoning, 
the cover was tooled with gold leaf. 
Hollow stainless steel was employed 
for the back, the hubs were built up 
of tar board, and the entire back 
was then covered with cowhide, 
tooled and lettered with gold leaf. 
H. A. Fietp, Globe-Gazette’s 
printing superintendent, designed 
this jumbo among record books and 
planned its construction; Sam Locke, 
bindery foreman, assisted by Evra 
and Sopuiz AcuTER, made the cov- 
ers and actually bound the book. 


@ Loose Leaves 


WHEN THE DEFINITIVE HISTORY OF 
the loose-leaf industry is finally 
written, the name of CuHarties E. 
Suepparp, founder and president of 
The C. E. Sheppard Co., will loom 
large in those colorful annals. 

A recent Saturday morning found 
us at the big plant in Long Island 
City, N. Y., where for several hours 
Mr. Sheppard, puffing reminiscently

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at a cigar and glancing every now 
and then at the snow falling outside, 
recalled how 40 years ago he laid 
the foundations of the present or- 
ganization, today one of the oldest 
companies in the U. S. dealing ex- 
clusively in loose-leaf devices and 
visible records. 

Born in Chicago in 1875, Mr. 
Sheppard was raised and educated 
there. While still in the stripling 
stage he was a practicing attorney, 
an accountant, and also served for a 
period as treasurer of a chemical 
concern. But all the time he was 
looking around for a business with a 
future and which he could own him- 
self. “Why not look into that prong 
binder the Krag people are making?” 
an auditor friend suggested. Here 
was indeed a brand new field. In- 
vestigation showed that the Krag 
Mfg. Co. of Chicago was making a 
prong binder of Swedish origin, still 
known as the Tengwall binder, which 
had been first shown at the Chicago 
World’s Fair in 1893, where it took 
first prize. 

Young Sheppard became tempo- 
rarily associated with the Krag con- 
cern, and under his direction was 
compiled and published what he be- 
lieves was the first loose-leaf catalog 
ever issued. ‘““This was in 1899; so 
my. loose-leaf career definitely. dates 
back four decades,” our host told us. 
“I made arrangements to organize 
my own sales agency in N. Y. C. to 
represent the Krag company in the 
East, but before I left Chicago they 
were also featuring the Tengwall 
sectional post binder. I was 25 
years old when I arrived in N. Y. C. 
on May 1, 1900, and started the 
agency under the name of The C. E. 
Sheppard Co. 

At this time Mr. Sheppard be- 
came friendly with a specialist in 
the installation of business systems, 
the late StepHen T. Wituiams, who 
proved a valuable ally in spreading 
the gospel of loose-leaf and in over- 
coming early opposition to it. 

“The market was ripe, and the 
tide turned heavily in our favor when 
we sold an assortment of loose-leaf 
ledgers to the newly organized U. S. 
Steel Corp. This was the biggest 
loose-leaf order so far ever recorded, 
and it proved a big ad for us.” 


For several years the Sheppard 
firm bought its parts from Krag, 
which subsequently was known as 
the Tengwall File §& Ledger Co. and 
later discontinued business. How- 
ever, the “eastern agency” forged 
ahead so rapidly that by 1902 it had 
its own printing, ruling, and binding 
plant on Maiden Lane.’ Mr. Shep- 
pard recalls the new location with 
pride. “We planned a big display

room, with show cases, an innova- 
tion for those days. The investment 
cost us around $5000, but was well 
worth while. The attractive and con- 
venient arrangement of sample stock, 
which made a big hit with the cus- 
tomers, paved the way for new con- 
tracts and orders.” 


The business was incorporated in 
1904, grew in a few years to such an 
extent that removal to the Heidig 
Bldg. at 311 Hudson St., was im- 
perative, and in 1919 moved to its 
present modern 4-story plant on 21st 
St., Long Island City, whence 
“Cesco” products are shipped around 
the globe. 


Besides Mr. Sheppard, the officers 
of The C. E. Sheppard Co., which 
is capitalized at $500,000, are At- 
BERT A. GoLpDsTEIN, vice-president; 
JoHn W. SHEPPARD, treasurer; 
JosepuH A, Murray, secretary. Mr. 
Goldstein, formerly with the Lord & 
Thomas advertising agency, has been 
with the firm for 30 years. Treasurer 
Sheppard, Yale ’32, is the son of the 
founder.

MANY PEOPLE IN THE GRAPHIC ARTS 
industries will be interested to learn 
that Mrs. Henry Lewis Butien, 
widow of the late Henry Lewis 
Buuiien, has established her own 
business at 201 E. 35th St., N. Y. 
C., specializing in books relating to 
typography and the allied arts. 

We dropped in to see Mrs. Bullen 
the other day and were deeply en- 
grossed by her reminiscences of her 
distinguished husband, who, hardly 
necessary to relate, was founder and 
curator of the world-famous Amer- 
ican Type Founders Reference Li- 
brary of Typography and the Gra- 
phic Arts, now housed in the Colum- 
bia University Library, N. Y. C. She 


told us the little-known story of how 
in 1906 Mr. Bullen had written an 
anonymous article for The. Inland 
Printer, suggesting the need for such 
a reference library, which, he empha- 
sized, should be a practical collec- 
tion “‘by a printer for printers.” 

Rosert WirkHam NE.son, then 
president of A. T. F., was so im- 
pressed by the article that he sought 
out Mr. Bullen and commissioned 
him to start the library, which is ac- 
knowledged to be the finest of its 
kind in the world. Few know that 
Mrs. Bullen served as assistant to 
her husband for 11 years, and that 
she is an expert bibilographer on 
graphic arts subjects in any 
language. 

There was need for the type of 
specialized service that Mrs. Bullen 
has inaugurated, and she invites in- 
quiries from printers and typogra- 
phers or anyone else interested in 
the graphic arts who may be seeking 
specific material, either in book form 
or otherwise. Incidentally, she has 
a few copies left of Mr. Bullen’s 
essay “Civilization Rests on Print- 
ing,’ as recently reprinted in book- 
let form by Norman W. Foreue of 
the Black Cat Press, Chicago. Any 
friend of Mr. Bullen who would 
cherish this keepsake is invited to 
write to Mrs. Bullen, who will send 
a copy for the asking. BaBP wishes 
Mrs. Bullen good luck with her en- 
terprise. 


e “Domesday” 


THanks To Secretary A. G. Wart- 
son of the B. M. I. for a clipping 
from The Christian Science Monitor 
in which that paper’s London cor 
respondent writes engrossingly on 
the centenary of England’s Public 
Record Office. Established 100 years 
ago by Parliament as a central re- 
pository for the safe custody of 
Britain’s many and priceless officia! 
documents, the office contains many 
bookish rarities. 

Bookish Treasure No. 1, perhaps. 
is the 9-century-old Domesday Book 
a 2-vol. set of yellowed parchment 
pages, compiled by order of William 
the Conqueror as a record of all the 
taxable land in his realm. It was 
called the Domesday (Day of Judg- 
ment) Book because there was no ap- 
peal from the record. Both volumes 
are bound in leather of a later date 
than the pages. One volume is re- 
corded to have been bound in 1320. 
In fact, that year’s “Issue Roll” 
(public account book), also in the 
record office, tells how payment of 
three shillings and fourpence was 
made to Witt1aM LE BoksByNDERE 
of London for “the binding and re- 
pair of the book of Domesday.” 
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Nat'l Library Binding Co. 
Reorganizes Under State Laws 


Entering 1939 with a completely dif- 
ferent set-up, The National Library Co., 
one of the country’s largest library bind- 
ing organizations, is being split into 
three different companies, organized un- 
der the laws of the states in which they 
are located. The board of directors will 
remain the same. Likewise, Oscar 
Schnabel remains president and Gerard 
B. Van Deene remains treasurer of the 
parent company. 

Under the new arrangement Mr. Van 
Deene becomes president of the former 
branch at E. Cleveland, O., which hence- 
forth will be known as the National 
Library Bindery Co. of Ohio. The other 
officers of the new company are An- 
thony N. Slazas, vice-president; L. J. 
Bolz, treasurer; and Louis A. Trivison, 
secretary. Mr. Bolz, who has been with 
the company since 1916, has served as 
manager of the Ohio company since 1928 
and will continue in that capacity. 

What was the former Indiana branch 
at Indianapolis will be known in the 
future as the National Library Binding 
Co. of Indiana. Mr. Van Deene will 
serve as president of the new corpora- 
tion, and Mr. Schnabel, head of the par- 
ent company, will be treasurer. While 
the Atlanta (Ga.) branch is still affili- 
ated with the parent company, plans are 
under way to make that branch an 
autonomous unit in time. 

“The reason for the reorganization is 
obvious since the various state laws have 
become bothersome, and, under the new 
set-up, a great deal of duplication in re- 
ports and other details is eliminated,” 
Mr. Van Deene. informs BsBP. “Be- 
sides, the personnel and officers of the 
new companies, who have been connected 
with the National Library Bindery Co. 
for a long time, will now have a better 
opportunity to develop their territories.” 

Plans are also under way to bring un- 
der one roof the Library Book House of 
Springfield, Mass., and the National 
Library Bindery Co. headquarters in W. 
Springfield, the parent company. Mr. 
Van Deene has been president of the 
Library Book House since its beginning 
in 1922. To provide for the change, ap- 
proximately 5000 sq. ft. of space will be 
added to the W. Springfield bindery. 
Thus, it is felt, handling of the binding 
and shipping will prove more economical, 
resulting in greater service to the cus- 
tomer. Steps to unify both companies 
into one organization in the future are 
now being made. Both have just gone 
through a very successful year and pros- 
pects for further developments seem 
justified, according to Mr. Van Deene. 
The Library Book House supplies rein- 
forced buckram bindings to libraries 
throughout the country. 
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Book Titles for 1938 Show 


Slight Increase Over 1937 


With a total of 11,067 titles, the num- 
ber of new books and new editions issued 
by American publishers during 1938 
showed a slight increase over 1937, when 
the total was 10,912, as well as over 
1936, which totaled 10,436. There was 
a drop in fiction titles, the 1938 total 
for that classification being 1663 as 
against 1896 for 1937, and 1899 for 1936. 
The figures show that, compared with 
1928, the total for the past year rep- 
resents the sizable increase of 20%, there 
having been 9176 titles in that year a 
decade ago. Paper-bound books and 
pamphlets were eliminated from the data, 
which were compiled by The Publishers’ 
Weekly from its Weekly Records. (B&sBP 
estimates that the number of books rep- 
resented by these figures totals in the 
neighborhood of 220,000,000 copies.) 

With 574 titles Macmillan again leads 
the list of publishers in the total number 
of titles, according to P. W., and is 
followed by Grosset & Dunlap with 363, 
Doubleday Doran (including subsidi- 
aries) with 352, Oxford University Press 
with 321, Harper with 254, Longmans, 
Green with 223; McGraw-Hill with 196. 
Then come Dutton with 182, Scribner 
with 161, Lippincott with 149, Appleton- 
Century with 148, and Blue Ribbon with 
136. Representing more than 27% of the 
total, the foregoing dozen leaders issued 
3059 titles during 1938.

Fred W. Hoch (Fred W. Hoch Asso- 
ciates, Inc., N. Y. C.), nationally known 
expert on graphic arts production, has

N. Y. C., 
and is beginning its promotional work 
for the show, slated to be the biggest of 
its kind ever held in the history of the 
U. S. graphic arts industries. Floor 
plans, application blanks, and literature, 
containing full details, are available.

O. H. Cheney 


Orion H. Cheney, 69, banker and 
lawyer who achieved national prominence 
for his exhaustive survey of the book in- 
dustry published in 1932 under the title 
of “Economic Survey of the Book In- 
dustry, 1930-1931,” died January 17 at 
his home in Patterson, N. Y. -In the 
course of his outstanding career he served 
as Superintendent of Banks of N. Y. 
State as well as president and vice- 
president of leading American banks. 

During the NRA period Mr. Cheney 
also played an important role in organiz- 
ing and launching the Book Manufac- 
turers’ Institute in the summer of 1933, 
and served as its first administrator until! 
he resigned in January, 1935, and was 
succeeded by J. Raymond Tiffany, pres- 
ent B.M.I. executive director. 

Mr. Cheney retired from banking in 
1930, and in that year undertook the 
survey of the book industry, which was 
jointly sponsored by the National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers and the Em- 
ploying Bookbinders of America at a 
cost of $35,000, with the object of pre- 
scribing for the industry’s ailments. 

This major task involved fifteen 
months’ intensive research and writing, 
during which every phase of the industry 
was studied, chiefly from the angles of 
trade books, their outlets, marketing, 
and manufacture. A vast amount of orig- 
inal data was gathered from publishers, 
book manufacturers, and book stores, re- 
sulting in what has since been conceded 
to be the most complete survey of book 
publishing, book distribution, and man- 
ufacturing ever compiled and published 
in the U. S. In reviewing the volumi- 
nous report The N. Y. Times commented: 
“What Mr. Cheney says to the book in- 
dustry is precisely what the Greek phi- 
losopher was saying many centuries ago: 
‘Know thyself’.” 


William Braunstein 


William Braunstein, 59, head of Wil- 
liam Braunstein & Son, Inc., 245 Seventh 
Ave. N. Y. C., one of the country’s 
leading library binding establishments, 
died January 8. Born in Rumania, he 
learned the bookbinding trade in that 
country, and in 1900 went to Montreal, 
Can., and then to the U. S., working first 
in Newark, N. J., and later in N. Y. C. 
In N. Y. C. he formed a partnership 
with Abraham Schild, which lasted a few 
years, and in 1907 Mr. Braunstein bought 
out Mr. Schild’s interest. In 1933 the 
firm, which he had built into a successful 
business organization, became known 
under its present style. 

When the Library Binding Institute 
was organized, Mr. Braunstein was one 
of its pioneer and most active supporters. 
He leaves his widow, Mrs. Gezella 
Braunstein, and a son, Milton Braunstein, 
who will continue the business. The 
latter, who was vice-president of the 
corporation, succeeds his late father as 
president. Mrs. Braunstein will serve as 
vice-president, and Samuel Zurick will 
continue in the office of. secretary. The 
firm will maintain its present business 
policies.

. . might have been a part of para- 
dise in Omar’s time, but in a print- 
ing office nowadays it is something 
else. Typography, handmaid of all 
the arts, must serve many mistresses, 
from the plainly-clad hausfrau of 
prose to the furbelowed. belle of 
poetry.

The trouble with verse typography 
is that it can be tested oniy by the 
eye, and discerning vision is as rare 
in printing as in any other depart- 
ment of human nature. And there 
are no rules for incompetence to lean 
against. The few formulas that are 
fairly constant for prose cannot be 
applied to poetry because it fits no 
formula. 

A printer is handicapped, too, be- 
cause he customarily thinks of pages 
as rectangles—which poetry is not. 
Instead he is faced with a succession 
of irregular patterns and with the 
necessity of relating them to each 
other and to a unified book. Theoreti- 
cally such broken areas can be 
converted into an equivalent rec- 
tangle, but it doesn’t work here.

in the optical center and natural 
curiosity wonders where that is and 
how it may be found. Having set a 
book of poetry once, I am convinced 
that trial and error checked by taste 
is the only solution. Yet there are 
suggestions that are helpful if they 
do no more than stimulate thinking 
about where a title looks best. 

In (3) it is “centered on the 
longest line,” a familiar practice 
which is at least a step in the right 
direction and sometimes works out 
decently, though not so well here. 

In (4) the same principle is car- 
ried a step farther and centering is 
based on an average of the (eight) 
longest lines (1-B). This position is 
at least acceptable, though it might 
still be refined a little. 


e Not conTENT to leave well enough 
alone, let’s try one more scheme, pro- 
posed seriously in at least one pub- 
lished book, for averaging all the 
lines and centering the title on that 
width, which is supposed to be the 
equivalent rectangle. It is a silly 
waste of time but, as a problem in ex- 
perimental science, the specimen 
page has been minutely averaged 
(1-A) and the result appears at (5).

handset title that can be moved back 
and forth until it “looks right.” 

But why invite all this worry and 
distraction when the simple answer 
is at hand of setting titles flush at 
the left? It is consistent and pro- 
vides for every possible variation. 
One simple form is shown at (6) and 
a really fine solution (by Grabhorn), 
including an initial, at (7). The 
former is straight machine composi- 
tion, entailing neither extra cost nor 
agonized indecision. The latter, ad- 
mittedly, shows the touch of a mas- 
ter craftsman yet it is not beyond 
the capacity of any sincere typogra- 
pher.

Types for Secondary and College Texts 


Revised at January Textbook Clinic 


EARLY 90 MEN AND WOMEN 

interested in textbook making 
attended the January 17 meeting of 
the Textbook Clinic of the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts, held at 
the Hotel Dixie, N. Y., with Arthur 
R. Thompson (Bell Telephone Lab- 
oratories) as chairman. Typographic 
considerations predominated in the 
round-table discussion on “High 
School and College Textbook De- 
sign”, led by Harold Cadmus, man- 
ager, Scribner Press, with the as- 
sistance of C. H. Griffith, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of typographie devel- 
opment, Mergenthaler Linotype Co.; 
Dr. Frederick Houk Law, head of 
the English Dept., Stuyvesant High 
School; and James Leach, designer, 
Scribner Press. 

It was the opinion of Frederic 
Warde (Oxford University Press) 
that a census of type faces used in 
high school and college texts would 
reveal Century as the most common- 
ly used, with Binney and Modern 
next. His own preferences, he said, 
would be Janson or Baskerville. One 
practical reason offered for the fact 
that types such as the latter, Electra, 
and Centaur are not used rather than 
designs like Binney, was the lack of 
suitable boldfaces to accompany 
them. 

Mr. Griffith said there will soon 
be a true Baskerville bold to be du- 
plexed with the roman, a Linotype 
Cushing, and a medium bold Electra 
for the Electra roman, which has 
been used extensively in recent text- 
books. He also gave the Clinicians 
some interesting points on mathe- 
matical typesetting and the design 
of numerals. 

Loose spacing is the result of care- 
less typesetting and should not be 
tolerated, Mr. Cadmus declared; the 
mosaic pattern that results from wide 
spacing distracts the reader, and it 
is easier for children to read closely 
set type. This was confirmed by 
Jean Ayer, who stated that children 
are taught to read in groups of 
words. 


@ Dr. Law, speaking for the educators, 
said that he approved of unorthodox 
typographical arrangements even in ele- 
mentary texts if not carried too far. “A 
moderate and purposive use of variety is 
commendable,” he said, “but the variety 
must exist for its teaching power and 
pedagogical values, not for its own sake.” 

Controversy arose over the question of 
setting exercises, questions, etc., in the 
same type and size as the body of the 
text. Dr. Law favored emphasizing the 
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importance of the questions simply by 
greater leading of the same type, but 
it was pointed out that this would help 
defeat his preference for making text- 
books smaller in format. He also strongly 
favored the use of sideheads and bold 
face to guide reading and simplify re- 
view, and asked for wide margins and 
readable types. 

Some books have been refused because 
of their excessive size, Dr. Law told the 
Clinic, and others because of type so 
small as to cause eyestrain. Attractively 
illustrated books, set in single-column 
pages, are desired. 

The Textbook Exhibit, it was an- 
nounced, will probably be held at the 
N. Y. Public Library in May, and books 
will be required in March. Committee 
chairman is Ernest Hesse (World Book 
Co.). The February meeting was sched- 
uled for Wednesday the 15th at the 
Southern Grill, 213—4th Ave., at 18th St.

Book Jacket Preparation 
Discussed at Book Clinic 


Publishers’ representatives attending 
the January 24 Book Clinic at the Hotel 
Dixie, N. Y. C., grew so interested in 
the problems of making book jackets that 
the topic will serve again at the March 
meeting. The round-table discussion on 
“Preparation and Manufacture of Book 
Jackets” was led by A. P. Tedesco 
(Doubleday, Doran & Co.), assisted by 
George C. Praeger (Chromatic Photo- 
Engraving Co.), Charles Stringer (Bauer 
Lithograph Co.), and Paul Galdone, 
free-lance jacket artist. 

Chairman Ernst Reichl (H. Wolff) 
opened the meeting with a mention of 
the diversity of book jackets, which 
range from a single-color typographic 
jacket to one done with fancy art work 
in 7 or 8 colors, and on a variety of 
papers. He introduced the discussion 
leader as the man who probably handles 
more book jackets than almost any other 
individual in the trade, and who turns 
them out with distinction. 

To the 70 present, Mr. Tedesco ex- 
plained that the exact size must be estab- 
lished before the sketch or final drawing 
is started. The idea and generally a 
first sketch are worked up in his office, 
and are then turned over to a staff or 
free-lance artist. Except in the case of 
an oil painting, the art work, according 
to Mr. Galdone, should be no more than 
50% larger than the reproduction in 
order both to present a better idea of 
the finished job and to obtain a more 
faithful reproduction. As Mr. Praeger 
explained, a larger original will reduce 
to a more sharply etched engraving than 
would a same-size drawing. 

A number of interesting specimens of 
art work and finished jackets were used 





as expository material by the “board of 
experts,” who discussed many points that 
would result in economies or unusual 
effects. One of these was the obtaining 
of a 4-color jacket by combining a black 
line plate of the lettering with a 3-color 
plate to reproduce a drawing prepared 
for this purpose. It was brought out that 
3-color process is sufficient to reproduce 
most jacket drawings with acceptable 
approximation to the original. 

The cost of using gold ink is twice 
that of printing a pigment ink, accord- 
ing tu Mr. Tedesco, who warned that 
success with gold ink depends on specify- 
ing a good grade of ink and coated 
paper, and then varnishing the jacket to 
prevent oxidation

While there is a certain weirdness to 
a 10pt. line consisting of 3 words of 
Vogue Extra Bold, 2 of Textype italics, 
and 2 of roman, and while if any bold- 
face makes a page spotty it is an extra- 
boldface, there is still enough weight to 
this text face, and enough scientific legi- 
bility common to both Vogue and Tex- 
type, to give these pages an appearance 
of busy efficiency and modern awareness. 
Pica leading between topic paragraphs 
emphasizes the type’s horizontal accent; 
the modern note is struck again by the 
numerous humorous drawings in a modi- 
fied “Goop” style. In various sizes of 
caps, bold sanserifs also serve the pur- 
pose of chapter and running heads, and 
as chapter numerals and folios make for 
snappy Contents pages. The only place 
where show-through due to translucent 
paper is a drawback is on the extremely 
open and neat but emptyish title page, 
which lacks a border and ornament to 
cancel this minor defect.

A craftman’s use of old reliable Caslon 
always makes us wonder why they bother 
to cut new text faces year after year. 
It would be hard to find pages fuller 
of life and of the invitation to read. 
Running heads are dispensed with in this 
novelette; folios in 18pt. Jenson Open 
are sublimated into ornaments—legs to 
support the spread. For the chapter 
openings an artist in line has: drawn 
page-wide illustrations, 2” deep, which 
have a typographic quality and are 
printed in deep blue over the first line 
of s.c. There is a full page frontispiece 
drawing, confined in a wavy blue border 
like that of the richly satisfying Caslon 
and Jenson Open title page. A large 
symbolic picture is stamped on the front 
cover, which for all its dazzling brilliance 
hardly weaves a stronger spell than the 
graphic-artistry within.

Taking ATF’s aromatic Bank Script 
for a line or two on the front cover, 
main and sectional title pages, and chap- 
ter numerals, and setting the 9 wordy 
Contents pages in the faintly archaic 
Mono. Bell, Mr. Glick, with the utmost 
economy of means, subtly injects a con- 
temporary flavor which withal is neatly 
fused into his chief task of making 865 
large pages look as interesting as their 
subject matter. And “B. Franklin 
Printer” is well honored in this honest 
format. The leaded Baskerville type is 
of an easily read size, in an adequate 
mat of white space pleasingly framed by 
the brown cloth turn-in. There is no 
skimping here, and yet the resulting 2” 
bulk is not too heavy nor the paper too 
translucent. ATF Baskerville was drawn 
upon both for the 24pt. u. « lc. chapter 
titles, headed by the numeral over a 
page-wide pearl rule, and for the by-line 
and imprint on the title page. With its 
circle, scrolls, and blank-stamped bands, 
the backbone nicely conveys another 
authentic allusion to Franklin’s own era. 
Mr. Glick has done with types in one 
volume what many a designer would have 
needed two volumes and a flock of pic- 
tures to accomplish.

C. « s.c. make excellent sub- 
titles, and full caps for chapter titles 
become too formal only in the case of a 
particularly long title.

Not- 
able in the chapter head is the conversion 
of the running head from solid caps, 
centered, to a page-wide line of letter- 
spaced s.c——forming, with 2” of white 
space, a subtle unit in the composition. 
Further use of small elements in an im- 
portant way is the thumbnail mountain 
sketch at one side of the title in the tall 
title-page box. Sepia illustrations offset- 
lithographed on white laid stock crown 
the * good work with color knowingly 
applied.

“One of the major problems,” Mr. 
Swan writes, “was to get a paper [of] 
reasonable bulk and still suitable for the 
delicate [line] illustrations.” Maybe. But 
a greater problem might have been to 
convince the sales boys that there is no 
reason why a 267-page book so charm- 
ingly gotten up should have to bulk 14”. 
The 18pt. u. « le. chapter heads and 
l4pt. u « Le. italic running heads have 
the right simplicity to accord with the 
dog drawings, for which the elaborate 
laurel and plain rules of the individual 
title pages are a bit too formal. Light 
blue makes a delightful tint block for 
the framed title page and for the bleed 
background of the front and back cover 
drawings, relief-printed in black, rust, 
and blue. The rust serves for the reverse 
spine panel and is matched by the top 
stain—altogether an engaging design 
that, varnished for protection, it is a 
pity to hide with a jacket.

The head margin (54”) is narrower 
than the inside (%”), and the foot mar- 
gin (2%”) is far too wide; the painful 
result proves that in all ordinary cir- 
cumstances it is unsafe to disregard the 
conventional progression of margins. 
Otherwise the big Caslon pages carry 
their vigor gracefully, and could even 
stand chapter heads larger than the 14pt. 
u. & Lc. assigned to them, especially since 
these—floating tranquilly upon the space 
afforded by two horizontal Ipt. rules 2” 
apart—must compete with 30 pt. bold 
2-line initials. A similar division of at- 
tention is caused on the Caslon title page 
by the equal weight of the I-line title 
(20 pt. O. S. caps over a Ipt. rule) and 
the 3-line subtitle (24pt. O. S. u. « Le. 
italic). Aside from such particulars, the 
consistent Caslon format is inviting and 
easy to read, and the 24 halftone plates 
are attractively captioned and printed. 
And while another treatment of the cover 
might have obviated the condensed faces, 
the design and color scheme have a 
measure of beauty and good proportion.

and the measure to 20 picas but printed 
in the outer margin the subtitle in bright 
red (“36 pt.”) Chinese characters. But 
the test of a decorated book should be 
a spread of its undecorated pages, and 
these not only seem too wide for the 
desired atmosphere and too empty be- 
cause of the 5pt. leading and wide mar- 
gins, but—since left and right running 
heads are inevitably of unequal size—lose 
the symmetry to be expected from hav- 
ing the heads and folios flush at the inner 
margin. Facing some of these articles 
are bordered illustrations in wash printed 
in a dull red that has an individual art- 
istic quality besides blending with the 
Chinese title, the endsheets, the top stain, 
and the spine panel. Both the title page 
and the cover are hand-lettered, the latter 
in the conventional Sino-Roman style, 
with a row of Chinese characters in gold 
down the left side of the recto, gleaming 
exotically against the lustrous black of 
the fine-grained cloth.

All around the cover of this novel, 
nearly half way down, is counter-sunk 
a 1%" ribbon of silver foil, bordered 
and illustrated in blue line, with the title 
sharply impressed on the spine section. 
The effect is brilliant and startling; but 
the color scheme, enhanced by the dark 
blue top stain, keeps it far from being 
raucous. For a cover as complete and 
appealing as this a paper jacket is a 
waste of money, and one of cellophane 
with paper turn-ins for the blurb would 
easily accomplish the booksellers’ pur- 
pose. A better quality, more opaque 
paper would have made the type pages 
more readable despite the insufficient 
head margin and narrow leading seem- 
ingly forced by the length of the ms. 
(about 175,000 words). At least there 
is an inch of space beneath the slightly 
depressed chapter heads, but the close 
trimming even reduces the effect of a 
very gracefully designed title page in 
Caslon, with title in Eve initials and a 
calligraphic trademark.

To be exact, 1018 tongues, nearly all 
represented by a Bible selection of from 
2 lines to a page, reproduced by Photo- 
fact offset from 350 pages made up of 
Hacker proofs of the captions and 
glossy prints of the text. That the latter 


—many in characters “fearful and won- 
derful to behold”—were properly labeled 
and placed right side up is only a small 
but (as Donnelley’s Fred Moore puts it) 
a stupendous part of Dr. North’s edi- 
torial achievement. That the result is far 
from being a hodge-podge and is actually 
a lucid and beautiful presentation is due 
to Mr. Rushmore’s taste and extraordi- 
nary ability to cope with a really tough 
problem. The 48 letterpress pages of 
front matter are in themselves a fittingly 
serene introduction, with full-width titles 
in letterspaced 10pt. Centaur caps, and 
1-column subtitles in Spt. Centaur caps. 
The main text, also in two columns 
cleanly separated by 114-pica space, has 
the language names over the specimen in 
18 or 14pt. Centaur caps (u. « Le. for 
dialects or variants), and explanatory 
captions beneath in 8pt. Arrighi italics, 
frequently running around a 1” halftone 
portrait. Its cover design and entire 
format sprightly, not sanctimonious, this 
book is a model for annotated texts.

A novelette in a limited edition, a 
spoiled-child novelette, presenting a red- 
paneled title page with black types and 
tiny blue ornaments with a show of mod- 
esty, but unashamedly flaunting its 
chapter pages with an indecent fourth 
color—bright purple for numeral and 
96pt. flowery initial—in addition to red 
title and folio and too much blue orna- 
mentation. Apart from the fact that the 
format is only distantly related to the 
tragedy of a deaf-mute family, the use 
of colors in this unbridled manner, how- 
ever delicately laid on, exceeds the 
license of even the private press. To be 
praised are the running heads in red in 
the side margin and the dropped folios 
in red, showing that the designer, if but 
slightly disciplined, knows how to handle 
the ample page size and create a thing 
of great beauty. The cover—plain sides 
with clear lettering and attractive orna- 
ments running down the shelfback—is 
further evidence of good and original 
taste.

Tuesday, April 11, 1865 


OR two days John Wilkes Booth had been wan- 

dering through the streets of Washington listen- 
ing to the cheering crowds, looking on, heartsick and 
weary, at the sight of a Yankee mob gone mad with 
the news of victory. Word of Lee’s surrender had 
reached Washington early on Monday morning, and 
the city had been in a frenzy of celebration ever since. 
The North had been piling up victory on victory. 
Petersburg and Richmond had fallen only a week be- 
fore, and now this news of the surrender of the Army 
of Northern Virginia had come. 

Booth stood far back on the sidewalk watching a 
parade of Government clerks who were marching 
down Pennsylvania Avenue carrying torchlights and 
illuminated signs of victory. Light from the moving 
torches flickered on his handsome sullen face as he 
stood under the shadow of the trees lining the wide 
street. His dark hair and mustache made him seem 
even paler than he actually was, so that the rosy light 
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lent no color to his features. He stood alone, a silent 
and brooding figure, unnoticed by the passing crowds. 
Only his eyes, half-closed and heavy-lidded, gave 
any indication of his reactions. 

He hated the smug Yankees around him. He was 
sick of their incessant cheering, irritated by their 
enthusiasm. He was smiling contemptuously as he 
watched the parade, but his face twitched nervously 
in the red glare of the torches. He had gathered his 
long cloak around him in his favorite theatrical pose, 
for even in his misery he was still the actor.

How does the world’s biggest sub- 
scription book publishing house de- 
sign, manufacture, and distribute its 
books? Well qualified to answer is 
Edward H. Hansen, book manufac- 
turing director of The Crowell Pub- 
lishing Co., periodical publishers, for 
whose lengthy list of Collier sub- 
scription books and sets P. F. Col- 
lier & Son Corp. functions exclu- 
sively as distributing affiliate. 

Hansen’s first connection with Cro- 
well in the fall of 1932 was in the 
Branch Administration Department, 
which handles sales and collections 
for both books and magazines 
through nearly 100 branch offices in 
the U. S. and Canada. The wide 
ramifications of Collier’s book busi- 
ness help explain how their manu- 
facturing system differs from trade 
book manufacturing. “Our produc- 
tion schedules, especially on reprints, 
must move without interruption,” 
Hansen says. “We constantly figure 
on maintaining a three-months’ re- 
serve supply in our warehouses, 
which are strategically located in N. 
Y. C., Chicago, Omaha, Dallas, At- 
lanta, Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Portland, Ore., and Toronto. 

“Runs of reprinted sets are never 
less than 5000 sets, or 30,000 books 
in the case, e.g., of a 6-vol. set. How- 
ever, our minimum runs of the Har- 
vard Classics are 12,000 sets, which, 
at 52 volumes per set, means 624,000 
books, a considerable pile in any 
language. There will be 7500 sets 
of ‘Childhood’, the 5-vol. set we've 
just taken over from Houghton Mif- 
flin. The initial order for our 10-vol. 
New Junior Classics was 10,000 
sets.” 

While midwestern book plants, be- 
cause of their closer proximity to 
key distribution points, have certain 
advantages to offer, Crowell’s book 
manufacturing is by no means al- 
lotted on a geographical basis, Han- 
sen stressed. “Any reputable plant, 
adequately financed, and equipped 
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e Books are merchandise, and should 
be ‘packaged’ by an expert... .” 


to satisfy our needs as to quality 
and quantity, can bid on our work, 
no matter where located in the U. S.” 

Edward H. Hansen, of Danish ex- 
traction, was born September 20, 
1890, in Gloucester, Mass. He is a 
member of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, and was tech- 
nically trained here and abroad—so 
well trained, in fact, that he has lec- 
tured on engineering subjects at M. 
I. T., Brown and Boston Universi- 
ties, and other technical schools and 
associations. 

Entering the printing industry in 
February, 1924, as an auditor with 
the American Lithographic Co., N. 
Y. C., Hansen became in rapid suc- 
cession comptroller, treasurer, vice- 
president, general manager, and 
finally president of this major litho- 
graphic concern, which in its day was 
one of the world’s largest producers 
of commercial lithography and print- 
ing. The company was sold in 1929 
to U. S. Printing & Lithograph Co., 
Brooklyn, N. Y. During his eight 
years with American Lithographic, 
Hansen was active in every phase of 
the business, production as well as 
sales, gaining the necessary back- 
ground for his present position. 

“Everyone contributing to the pro- 
duction of our books is given suf- 
ficient time to turn out perfect work. 
Every set represents months and 


months—sometimes a year—of in- 
tensive research in order to achieve 
flawless bookmaking.” 


Collier places heavy emphasis on 
paper, making frequent laboratory 
tests to determine the printing 
quality of various papers and 
whether they can be improved. In 
his earlier engineering days, Hansen 
became familiar with the inner work- 
ings of paper mills. His previous 
knowledge of textiles has also proven 
valuable in the selection of book- 
binding materials, especially from 
the important angle of uniformity as 
regards quality, color, and stampa- 
bility. 

Hansen has standardized on a 1/,”- 
thick brass die for cover.stamping. 
Before being sent to the book manu- 
facturer, the dies, which are made in 
N. Y. C., are carefully tested, in the 
most practical way, by having a 
local bindery stamp 500 or more 
“stretchers,” or samples of a set’s 
recto and spines, and used as a port- 
folio by the Collier sales staff in fea- 
turing their wares. Again because of 
the permanency sought for Collier 
books, 22-carat gold leaf is used in- 
variably for gold stamping. For 
some time now Crowell has been 
using pyroxylin-impregnated cloths 
exclusively. “Since our sales in the 
southern states are considerable (and 
sometimes our books go to _ the 
tropics), we want to be certain that 
the bindings will be insect- and ver- 
min-proof.” 

Book Clinicians may be aroused 
by Hansen’s designing policy. “We 
don’t have book designers on our 
staff,” he says, “but turn the cover 
design over to the man we think is 
best qualified for the job. Frankly, 
we prefer the designer with adver- 
tising agency or industrial designing 
experience. Books are merchandise, 
and should be ‘packaged’ by an ex- 
pert who has the merchandising 
slant.”

M. E., he belongs to the.Army Ord- 
nance Association, the Canadian 
Club of N. Y., and the A. F. & A. M. 
His chief recreation is fishing. 
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Goudy Fund to Help Repay 
Master Designer’s Big Loss 

A fund, whose minimum has been set 
at $10,000, is being raised by a national 
campaign for the benefit of Frederic 
W. Goudy, the world’s foremost living 
type designer, whose workshop at Marl- 
boro-on-Hudson, N. Y., with its treasure 
of original type drawings and equipment, 
was totally destroyed by fire January 26. 
The headquarters of the fund is Print- 
ing, 41 Park Row, N. Y. C., trade jour- 
nal for the printing industry. Checks 
should be made payable to Mr. Goudy, 
and not to the magazine. It is hoped 
that the amount raised will to some ex- 
tent recompense the master designer for 
the heavy loss he sustained, estimated at 
around $30,000. 

While most of the type creations can- 
not be replaced, some of them will be 
perpetuated by the Monotype. Last 
summer Goudy completed his 107th type 
face for the exclusive use of the Uni- 
versity of California, first shown in 
BsBP. The partly completed draw- 
ings for his latest and 109th design were 
not lost, having been fortunately re- 
moved to his home a few days before. 


Stefan Salter Talks in Boston 


Stefan Salter, prominent book designer 
with American Book-Stratford Press, 


N. Y. C., was guest speaker at the meet- - 


ing of The Bookbuilders of Boston held 
at the Boston Art Club Tuesday evening, 
January 10. 

Mr. Salter spoke on the manufacture 
of books: with a view to making them 
things of beauty. He emphasized that 
more time should be spent in the build- 
ing of a book so that, with careful plan- 
ning of design, typography, and choice 
of materials, a more harmonious result 
‘could be obtained. He also believes firm- 
ly that the entire job should be under 
the direction of one person, thus avoiding 
inconsistencies. The speaker objected 
strenuously to “bulking up” of books by 
using thick, fluffy paper. 

Following the talk there was a general 
discussion of paper, type faces, and cloth. 


Bookmaking Classes Start 


Two evening courses, one in book re- 
production processes and one in copy- 
editing and proofreading, will be given 
this spring by the Book & Magazine 
Guild, 239 Fourth Ave., N. Y. C., start- 
ing the week of February 20. The work- 
shop course in book design, a cooperative 
effort by members of the group, will be 
continued through the spring. This class, 
which meets Tuesdays at 7:30 p.m., is 
addressed by experienced book designers, 
who are invited to present problems and 
conduct discussion and criticism. 


Cleveland to Composing Room 


Rex Cleveland, prominent midwestern 
typographer, has been appointed art di- 
rector of The Composing Room, Inc., 325 
W. 37th St., N. Y. C., advertising and 
book typographers. He was formerly 
with The Inland Printer, and has been 
a member of the art staffs of the Ludlow 
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Typograph Co, and the Cuneo Press, 
Chicago. 

The Composing Room recently an- 
nounced the addition of l6pt. Weiss 
Roman on the machine, augmenting the 
8, 10, 12 and 14pt. 


Philadelphia Book Clinic 
_ Changes Discussion Program 


A slight change has been made in the 
plans of future meetings of the Book 
Clinic sponsored by the Philadelphia 
Graphic Arts Forum. Hereafter only 
one book will be scheduled for discussion 
and the rest of the meeting will be de- 
voted to individual problems relating to 
book design and make-up. Members will 
also present interesting designs, title 
pages, and other specimens of book- 
making for discussion or suggestions. 

This month’s meeting was scheduled 
for February 10 at the Art Alliance. 
Twenty-six attended the last meeting. 
W. P. Schoener (P. Blakiston Sons) dis- 
cussed “Fundamentals of Personal Hy- 
giene,” published by his firm, and Van 
C. Walton (Murrell Dobbins Vocational 
School) took as his subject “Valley 
Forge,” issued by Macmillan. Round 
table discussion of both books followed.

Circular on Bookmaking Tells 
Country Life Press Facilities 


“The Making of a Book” is the title 
of an attractive circular being distributed 
by the Country Life Press Corp., Garden 
City, N. Y. In addition to a four-page 
description of the various processes, the 
circular sets forth the book manufactur- 
ing facilities of the famous press, which 
is doing work for a number of publishers 
in N. Y. C., Boston, and Philadelphia. 
Three account men are now working from 
the N. Y. office at 450-7th Ave., and the 
long experience of the firm’s officers and 
personnel in all phases of book publishing 
and manufacture has been placed at the 
service of publishers. 

The first unit of the Country Life 
Press, which is modeled after England’s 
Hampton Court, was constructed in 1910 
and has been added to until it attained 
its present familiar appearance. Laid out 
for optimal natural lighting, the building 
is situated in spacious grounds with a 
park adjacent. Though its present aver- 
age capacity has been developed to 
60,000 books daily, the plant in one recent 
24-hour period hit a peak production of 
72,000 books, B&BP was told by George 
J. Wilhelm, treasurer and production 
manager. 

In addition to a modernly equipped 
pamphlet and cloth bindery, the Country 
Life Press has 58 presses of various 
sizes for black and 4-color work, a com- 
plete electrotype foundry with precision 
plate control, and typesetting equipment 
comprising 7 Monotype keyboards and 8 
casters, 5 Linotypes (run in three shifts), 
and a wide range of conventional and 
modern type faces. A separate building 
houses the huge power plant. 

Book typography and design at the 
press are in the hands of Martin Con- 
nell, trained typographer, a graduate of 
the graphic arts divisions of N. Y. U. 
and of the New School for Social Re- 
search, former printing instructor, and 
a member of the A.I.G.A. 

Besides Mr. Wilhelm, officers of the 
Country Life Press Corp. are John J. 
Hessian, president and general manager; 
Frank O’Sullivan, vice-president; and 
Edward G. Richmond, secretary and co- 
ordinator of interdepartmental opera- 
tions. Copies of the circular are available 
to publishers on request.

Herbert Hosking (Chilton Publica- 
tions) was in charge of the Book Clinic 
of the Philadelphia Graphic Arts Forum 
held April 12, and he presented two 
books for discussion. The binding of 
“The Grapes of Wrath” (Viking), de- 
signed by Milton B. Glick, came in for 
more favorable comment than the inside 
ot the book, which was considered a little 
monotonous for its length. The mem- 
bers were interested in the fact that the 
top was stained yellow to distinguish the 
first edition and green for subsequent 
editions. 

The second volume was “L’Automo- 
bile,” put out by the Royal Auto Club of 
Italy. It traces Italian contributions to 
the auto and motor vehicle development, 
going all the way back to the Romans, 
and is done completely in gravure. A 
limited edition, the book was handsomely 
made and bound, the binding utilizing 
fine cotton cloth stained, a Della Robbia 
blue and stamped in gold, with the top 
stained blue. 

A keepsake was distributed to mem- 
bers, “Still Thrilled by the Future,” a 
booklet made up by the Mergenthaler 
Linotype Co. using the new Caledonia 
type face. At this month’s meeting, new 
officers will be elected. 


Chicago Book Clinic: 
“Information Please!” 

With Day Perry (Lippincott) playing 
the Clifton Fadiman role, Chicago Book 
Clinic members took part May 3 in an 
“Information Please” program. Experts 
in the field of bookbinding, paper, and 
ink answered questions previously sub- 
mitted to Perry, also other queries which 
grew out of the discussions. Comprising 
the panel of experts were Donald Brock 
(Brock & Rankin), who handled the 
bookbinding problems; Fred Farnsworth 
(Sigmund Ullman Co.), F. E. Barmeier 
(American Printing Ink Co.), and 
Eugene Zahringer (Messinger Paper Co.) 

Sponsored jointly by the Chicago Book 
Clinic and the Society of Typographic 
Arts, an exhibit of the current “50 
Books” show was on display at the Chi- 
cago Art Institute until May 29. 


Boston Bookbuilders: 


Hear Talk on Color

MeMurtrie Book Again 

Long out of print, resulting in un- 
filled orders, Douglas C. McMurtrie’s 
“Modern Typography and Layout,” the 
first book in English on modern typo- 
graphic design, is available in limited 
number. An overlooked package of 


books, wrapped just as they came from 
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the bindery, has been found. Copies will 
be supplied by BaBP’s Book Service De- 
partment at the original price of $7.50 
postpaid. 


The Colophon Reverts to 
Varied Typographic Style 

After three years of Electra, The 
Colophon has again gone eclectic. The 
New Graphic Series, of which Volume 
I No. 1 has now appeared, comprises 
sections printed at 7 different N. Y. and 
New England presses in at least that 
many typographic styles. The printers 
are The Spiral Press, N.Y.C.; Haw- 
thorne House, Windham, Conn.; The 
Merrymount Press, Boston; The Over- 
brook Press, Stamford, Conn.; Yale Uni- 
versity Press, New Haven; Walpole 
Printing Office, Mt. Vernon, N. Y.; and 
Pynson Printers, N.Y.C. The set-ups of 
the various sections, bringing together 
new and classical modes in one fasci- 
nating 116-page volume, should prove a 
powerful stimulus to original and fresh 
typographic thought. 

Ernest Elmo Calkins contributes a re- 
miniscence of the “book and job print” 
days, and there are other articles of 
bookmaking as well as book-collecting 
interest. Besides the 60-odd text decora- 
tions and designs, there are a linoleum 
block by Hans Alexander Mueller and 
a wood engraving by Emil Ganso, both 
in two colors. 

Unlike the last two volumes, the New 
Graphic series is bound less durably in 
paper. And a notable lack is a column 
of typographic notes by the editors on 
the different sections. But the big Quar- 
terly for Bookmen is easily worth the 
$15 subscription price or $4 a copy. (The 
Book Service Department of BeBP will 
handle orders.) 


New “Pocket Pal” Helpful 


For Manufacturing Men 
Book and advertising production ex- 
ecutives, printers and estimators will find 
helpful and interesting “The Pocket Pal” 
whose second edition, with new material 
and expanded subjects, has been issued 
by the International Paper Co., 220 E.

one of the most important ele- 
ments in the design of a book: bal- 
ance of type page, of margin, or size 
in relationship to the book as a 
whole, and of cover and jacket de- 
sign. To him there is nothing more 
annoying than to read an excellent 
review of a book and go to purchase 
it, only to find that it is set in small 
type poorly leaded and that it has 
narrow, unpleasing margins, It is 
his conviction that many sales are 
lost to the bookstore because of un- 
attractive formats. 

A writer as well as a designer, 
Bill Cash has found great similarity 
in the two vocations: “Both jobs 
are creative, both have their thrilling 
moments, their hopes, disappoint- 
ments, headaches, pleasures, and un- 
expected results. No doubt most 
book designers, like most authors, 
find that there are many things that 
could be changed or improved after 
a book is published. I know that I, 
for one, have never yet designed a 
book that was completely satisfac- 
tory to me when it was finished. 

“I often wonder if I shall ever 
be able to say honestly: “That’s ex- 
actly the way it should be, it’s per- 
fect, not a thing could be changed 
to improve it.’ I doubt it, and ser- 
iously hope that it will never happen, 
because then all the joy and surprise 
will go out of bovk designing. As 
long as there are ways and means 
of improving the books, there is the 
hope that the next will be a better 
one than the last.” 


® CasH eEvotves his best formats 
when he has time to read the entire 
manuscript. As the design takes 
shape it is modified by such consid- 
erations as the list price of the book, 
its market (which includes the age 
level of its probable readers) and 
to what purpose it is to be used, its 
probable sale, the amount of money 
that should be spent on engravings, 
the artist who is best fitted to illus- 
trate the book, and ‘how many illus- 
trations will be needed. Keeping in 
mind the fact that the page must be 
attractive, clear, and easy to read, 
and that the type should bear rela- 
tionship to the subject matter of

the book, he watches the margins 
carefully, decides on a type size that 
will be suitable for the size of page, 
and considers the word and sentence 
spacing, the leading, and possible 
use of decorations. 

“It is thrilling to see your ideas 
take shape and a book grow step by 
step,” Cash says. “This is especially 
true in my case because we have 
our own manufacturing plant. Ex- 
cept for the engraving and electro- 
typing, every stage of the book can 
be followed as it goes into produc- 
tion. The cooperation of all the 
men in the various departments is 
always available, every one of them 
entering into the spirit of the book 
and seeing what he can do to help. 
This is a particular blessing when 
we strike some unexpected snag. We 
work together, sometimes spending 
hours to overcome the difficulty, and 
when this is done there is a grand 
feeling of accomplishment.” 

One reason for his interest in 
book designing is the fact that each 
new book is a new problem that af- 
fords an opportunity for treatment 
as different as possible from the 
preceding one. “The size may be 
different, a different type face is se- 
lected, the folio is moved around to 
various parts of the pxge until the 
best balance is obtained, and other 
special features are considered. 
Working this way, there is a greater 
interest throughout the manufactur- 








ing plant, the sales force, and the 
buying public.” 

Running heads Cash cordially 
dislikes. “There is some excuse 
for them when you have different 
chapter titles, but there is no point 
in merely repeating the book title 
on every page. An exception in the 
latter case would be where the run- 
ning head forms part of the over-all 
design of a large format. Lacking 
that, they are dropped by prefer- 
ence. 


“The cover design should give 
some indication of the contents of 
the book. In deciding the proper 
cloth to use, the question of color 
harmony of the complete job is first 
considered. The sense of touch 
quite often plays an important part 
in choosing one cloth or another. 
Some cloths have a very attractive 
effect but at the same time send 
repulsive shivers dewn the back when 
they are handled. Perhaps some 
people do not have such a sensitive 
touch, but it is a point worth con- 
sidering.” 


@ Wittiam Epmunp Casi hails 
originally from Brooklyn, N. Y. As 
a grandson of Dr. Sylvanus Stall, 
D.D., famed founder of The Vir 
Publishing Co. in Philadelphia, he 
was brought up in an atmosphere of 
books and had many a blank dummy 
in which to sketch. He has worked 
for Brentano’s (the old store on 
lower Fifth Ave.), Womrath’s, and 
The North American Society of 
Arts, which published some of his 
children’s stories. In 1927 he moved 
to Philadelphia, to take a job with 
the Vir Publishing Co. He joined 
Winston’s advertising department in 
1932, and last year was _ trans- 
ferred to the editorial department. 


Mr. Cash lives in Philadelphia. 
He has attended the Grand Central 
School of Art, The Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts, The Wil- 
mington School of Art, and has 
taken private lessons in anatomy 
drawing under Earl Horter. His 
hobbies include writing, reading, 
swimming, and bowling. He par- 
ticularly enjoys the latter despite 
a perverse hook to the ball that he 
blames for his “very erratic score.”
